The Deiegalion «ud its Results, 

tlow that tho gontlomon who were 
selected by His Excollouoy Governor 
[JIUBgravo to ooudunt uogoitatious at 
Ottawa lor the adraiasiou of British 
Oolambia into the Dominioa of Canada 
bt7o all returned, a tew words rospcot- 
,ing. tbeir^.missioD and its results may 
not'be aUogetber out of place. It hai 
rftlready boon nssetted in theso columns 
that tho terms brought back from Ot- 
tawa are in reality more favorable to 
British Columbia than thoso which were 
sent. Such assertion we beliovo to bo 
in BtrictiBCOordanoo with fact. It has 
been staled that theso Terms are more 
favorable than tho advocutos of Confed- 
eriition in ibis Colony hud either pro- 
poiindod or hoped tor. This also wo 
believe to bo true. It baa been stated that 
■ these Terms have met with very geueral 
Vficooptance throughout the Colony. 
" This, too, appears to be strictly correct. 
In truth, what little opposition to Cou.. 
foderaliou stiU lingered in some breasts 
has been most offoctually extinguished 
by the Terms now placed before the 
Colony lor rts n, jeplanco. There, ibose 
Terms have not altogether escaped bus* 
tile criticism. Nay, they have even evok- 
ed nctive opposition. Before ever tho 
DolegutetJ ronched Ottawa it waa pre- 
dicted that 710 terms which they could 
brin^ back would be aoceptable tO' the 
Country, and as il to ensure the fiilfill- 
^;^menl of .that prediolion, the Terms 
were denounoed as bad and insulting, 
and an appeal was made to tho coloaiits 
to rise up and indignantly rejoct tbom. 
But public opinion was found to bo too 
' BtroDgly and deqidedly settled on the 
other side te leave ifdiim for the slightest 
, hope of Bucce^sful opposition. Inch by 
inch the gronnd has abandonded. Poji 
tion a£;t'r position was bei'n capitulated, 
until now uU that is lefi of that grand 
army which was to have shaken the 
PomiaioD to its oehtro and mede Gov- 
ernor JSiusgrave tremble in bis boots, ia 
one miserable ilbavored hobbr-horse, 
preserved with the vai" hope that i 
may live long enough to carry the im- 
poBsiblo politician ioto the next Legis» 
lative Council. All opposition to tho 
Terms has been abandonded ,as ,^utterr 
' ly hopeless and the Oblonists ' are 
now oslied to insult the first Governor who 
1 may t^q appointe'l from the Dominion. 
V\ ell, it ii, perbapp, a recommenJaiioa to 
the Terms that tbey have erolced such op- 
position. The Governor and the Delegates 
to wbom be entiusted the negotiations ma^ 
nel( congratulate tberosclves upon ifAatoppo- 
eition. Bat to the colony tba general result 
is one ol aami;ced, extreme BBtiufaclioo ; aod 
one cannot well he'p contrasting in oo&'a 
miud the ezlatiog oondiiion of matters %vith 
what might have been the caie bad a cer- 
tain imposaiblo been permitted to ride his 
bobby-borae at Oilawa. Wa congraiulato 
the gentlemen oomposiog tba Delagatiop 
upon tbe oomplate success of their mission'; 
and we may be permitied to congratalaie 
them also upon the luvorablo iiupresflion 
they succeeded in mnkini; in Uuaada, Butli 
from the public press and private oorrog 
poodenca, we arc IjJ to bsiieva that our 
Delegates ounduoted tbomsalvos in suoh a 
manner as to oretie. a jmost favorable im- 
pression, both ' with regard to' themselves 
and the country they represented, not only 
in uQioial circles ut Ottawa, bui also 
throughout the Dooainion. It is gratifying 
to know this.

The Loss sf the CapUin 

From the Timu of tbe leth of Ssptsmber wa 
take the tollowlng aaoonnt of the loss of one 
uf Qreat Britain's BoblsBt ships as narrated by

"While tbs middle watob w«rs being mus- 
tered ky Ur K F <7eodfellow, midshipman, at 
midnight oaths6tlt of Ssptemker, the eitpiaio 
called the guaotr's mate, and told bitn to take 
a carsfal band with bim and eorer up tho tur- 
rets, While endearoring lo lift a grating so 
as to perform this order, the stiip was thrown 
on her beam tods by a iiioill. Tbe guuaer'..< 
mato, who wp.i lo Reward at the lime, b.-ld 
on to Ihe grating. Ue says thai he wont over 
with the ship , as noon as h« catae lo the sir- 
faco be taw the lauuobas aboal ir> yards off, 
and in about a duzea strokes be got on board ' 
where bs foand two rnsi^jwSo'.li'aljjdmp'ad in- 
to tha boats as the sliip was going 'do wa (one 
of tbeie men ooald not swim. Witb the assis- 
tance of one of Ihsso msa ha saecseded in 
hauling in 13 oihsr men, each man as be got 
in assisted to sare others. Tbay then separatud 
the laiinchaa (that is to say, tha first launch 
got full of water and sank from under tbe 
second Uonob, in which latter tbe men were.) 
During this lime tbey wera being swept away 
to leeward. On gelling out a steer oar they 
succeeded in paseinj^ close lo the steam pin- 
nace, which Win lloaling bottom up with Capt 
Burgoyne, damns .Majf (gunner), and five taen 
on it. While passing tho gunner jumped inlj 
the laaach al ina same lime asking the captain 
to jump, as it was bis only chance.. Ha doss 
not rsmsmbsr tbe answer h~abavo|iitm bat ba 
belisTss that tha captatn'*janqisd''^£lbt^ misied 
tba boat. Tbrss other msa also jampad and 
succeeded ia getting on board, making a total 
of 19 souls in tba second laaucb. Wbea along- 
sids tbe pinoacQ on* of tba men aff^red the 
captain an oar, but be declined it saying. For 
Qod's saka men keep your oars ; you will 
want them.' They were then swept away and 
lost sight of the pinneco. They endeavored to 
return lo tbe pinnace, and threw overboard the 
galley (which was iniido the second launch, as 
belore staled), so as to save the captain and 
two other men who wars led upon it, but 
could not in caasequence of^ Very heavy sea. 
Alter a short cansullatioo thfy/llote away for 
111* land which tbey kuaw'was nader the Ico, 
at tbs same time oommencing to llgbten tho 
boat by tkrowiBg.avarboafd tba. stay Uekles . 
masir, &S., rsUtning only ihr oars. At 3 30 
a m they saw Oape Fiaistarra Light and ar- 
rived in Oorsablan Bay iaside of Gaps Finis- 
lerre at noou on the 7th, baring been 12 hours 
in the boat, and wera taken on board tbe 
Monarch M 2 p m on tho 9tk, sailing for Eng- 
land tha laras evening in Her Uajcslj's Ship 
Vulago.
